Why does the prosperity of manufactures de- 
pend upon he growth and prosperity of agri- 

Nearly every intelligent person contedes the 
fact ; not every one comprelends the cause or 
the extent of that dependence. 

Erect milla, secure materials and hangs, turn 
out products however abundant, maintain them 
at artificial prices however high, and there yet 
remains one absolutely essential condition of 
suecess—adequate consumption of products. 
The large production yields only large loss if, 
for want of adequate consumption, too much of 
the product remains on hand and unconsumed. 
| For this reason, many establishments have 
failed, and many are failing, under the opera- 
tion of the present protective tariff. Hence, 
the first and surest test of the progress of manu- 
‘factures in any branch is, not the increase of 
production, but the increase in consumption of 
its products. | 

The hands employed in manufactures, and 
those dependent on them, can consume but a 
small part of their products, nor, if all persons 
engaged in trade and transportation and in per- 
sonal or professional services, have we yet a 
body of consumers at all adequate to the sup- 
port of manufacturing. The immense body of 
persons who depend upon agriculture for a liv- 
ing must in this country consume more than half 
of the products of manufactures, if they 
are consumed at all. In 1860, only 61,000 
workers produced all the woolen goods con- 
sumed by $1,000,000 of people, except the 
quantity imported, then about one-fourth of 
the whole, so that 80,000 workers would 
have supplied more woolen goods than the whole 
nation consumed. Only 127,000 workers sup- 
plied more than five-sixths of the cotton goods 
then consumed in the country; and 198,000 


workers supplied nine-tenths of the iron and
